Analysis of the results strengthens the 
conclusion that Mr. Wilson is largely 
indebted for his victory in 1916, as in 
1912, to the schism in the Republican 
party. Time alone will tell the effect 
upon the history ot the republic wrought 
by that. great effort to liberalize the 
Republican party whicn encompassed its 
defeat in 1912.

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NEW HAMPSHIRE 
GOES TO WILSON 
Recount Will Be Made, as 


Only Seventy Votes 
Separate Them. 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 10.—[Special.}— 
Woodrow Wilson tonight has an appar- 
ent plurality in New Hampshire of 70 
votes, with the state complete. The 
last statement given out tonight by Sec- 
retary of State Edwin C. Bean, with five 
districts missing, gave the official vote

If neither Republicans nor Democrats 
control the house, both will seek the 
support of the independent members in 
the election of a speaker, the selection 
of committees, and the election of com- 
mittee chairman.

iMeChord Warns Railroads as 
Result of Price Boosting Due 


to Alleged Car Shortage. 


{BY A STATT * 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 10. —I[ Special. 1 
The submission of further evidence by 
Michigan shippers charging Chicago and 
Detroit coal brokers with speculative 
methods in raising prices five times the 
normal figures and the continued ina- 
bility of the shippers and the railroads 
to get together on a plan of action te 
relieve the situation, drew a stern warn-, 
ing frémm Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner McChord today. 

Apparently nettled by the receipt of 
confidential information sustaining the 
shippers’ complaints and the delays of 
the railroads’ representatives in present- 
ing a scheme of car distribution, the 
commissioner announced that some 
drastic action would be likely, even be- 
fore the completion of the investigation, 
He said the railroads had shown no 
tendency to meet the problem, with 
some of the public utility companics 
testifying that they had only a few days’ 
coal supply ahead. 


Hit at Chicago Coal Brokers. 

The announcement came immediately 
after the commission's attorney, F. B. 
Dow, had read into the record a circular 
from a Chicago coal brokerage firm to 
its customers, guaranteeing them im- 
mediate delivery at quoted prices in 
spite of the car and coal famine.” The 
prices ranged between $5 and $5.50 a 
ton for coal that has been selling for 
30 cents and $1.25 a ton. 

A telegram was sent by the commis 
sion to railroads operafing in Illinois, 
Michigan, Ohio, and Indiana demand- 
ing in detail how many coal cars the coal 
men were holding, loaded and unloaded, 
in the yards, the terminals, and at june- 
tion points under the reconsignment 
privileges. J. F. Porterfield, speaking 
for the Illinois Central, the only road 
to report today, declared that 50 per 
cent of his shortage resulted from cars 
held for bills of lading and under the 
reconsignment rule. 


Shippers Urge Export Embargo. 

While Commissioner McChord did not 
‘Indicate what action the government 
had in mind, the line of questioning 
thowed that the possibilities ahead in- 
‘eluded higher demurrage charges, in- 
‘creased per diem charges te force the 
‘railroads to return foreign cars, and a 
general system of embargoes on export 
shipments in favor of domestic business. 

Some of the shippers are fighting hard 
for an export embargo, pointing out that 
the munitions plants under the J. P. 
Morgan & Co. contracts have been get- 
ting 100 per cent of their cars and work- 
ing three eight hour shifts, with the do- 
mestic shippers getting hardly half of 
their orders filled on a single eight hour 
day basis.
